In 
some of the counties this amendment 
did muster a slight margin, among 
which were Lapeer, Gratiot, Alcona 
and Midland counties. In Wayne it 
was defeated by better than two to

“Had the .-amendment carried it 
would have required all children be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 16 to attend 
the public schools, and would have 
closed all primary, private and church

 Corliss;. of Detroit, 

The principal criticism against it 
has been that it sought to attain a 
greatly desired result by a somewhat 
questionable—rovtte—and-tt had -tough 
sledding in all parts of the state.
